This  Hymnal  has  been  purposefully  designed  to  make  available  a 
practical,  useful  and  inspirational  book  for  all  personnel  of  the  Armed 
Forces.  It  affords  an  opportunity  for  the  expression  of  religious  faith 
through  the  medium  of  song,  praise  and  worship. 

The  Armed  Forces  Hymnal  is  the  product  of  most  judicious  delib- 
erations. Consideration  has  been  given  to  the  fact  that  the  Hymnal

(Prayers  and  Devotions  as  Composed  by  St.  Alphonsus  Liguori,  about  1761.) 


Preparatory  Prayer 

(To  be  said  kneeling  before  the  Altar)

Priest:  Consider  this  first  fall  of  Jesus  under  His  Cross,  His  flesh  was  torn  by  the 
scourges,  His  Head  crowned  with  thorns,  and  He  could  scarcely  walk,  and  yet  He 
had  to  carry  this  great  load  upon  His  shoulders.  The  soldiers  struck  Him  rudely, 
and  thus  He  fell  several  times  in  His  journey.

THE  TEN  COMMANDMENTS 

Exodus  20:  1-17 
And  God  spoke  all  these  words,  saying: 

1.  I  am  the  Lord  thy  God,  who  brought  thee  out  of  the  land  of  Egypt,  out  of  the 
house  of  bondage. 

2.  Thou  shalt  have  no  other  gods  before  Me.  Thou  shalt  not  make  unto  thee 
a  graven  image,  nor  the  form  of  anything  that  is  in  heaven  above,  or  that  is  in  the 
earth  beneath,  or  that  is  in  the  water  under  the  earth.  Thou  shalt  not  bow  down 
to  them,  nor  serve  them;  for  I  the  Lord  thy  God  am  a  jealous  God,  visiting  the 
iniquity  of  the  fathers  upon  the  children,  upon  the  third  and  upon  the  fourth  gen- 
eration of  them  that  hate  Me;  but  showing  loving  kindness  unto  the  thousandth 
generation  of  them  that  love  Me  and  keep  My  commandments. 

3.  Thou  shalt  not  take  the  name  of  the  Lord  thy  God  in  vain;  for  the  Lord  will 
not  hold  him  guiltless  that  takes  His  name  in  vain. 

4.  Remember  the  Sabbath  day  to  keep  it  holy.  Six  days  shalt  thou  labor  and 
do  all  thy  work ;  but  on  the  seventh  day,  a  Sabbath  unto  the  Lord  thy  God,  thou  shalt 
not  do  any  work,  neither  thou,  nor  thy  son,  nor  thy  daughter,  nor  thy  manservant, 
nor  thy  maidservant,  nor  thy  cattle,  nor  thy  stranger  that  is  within  thy  gates.  For 
in  six  days  the  Lord  made  heaven  and  earth,  the  sea  and  all  that  is  therein,  and  He 
rested  on  the  seventh  day;  wherefore  the  Lord  blessed  the  Sabbath  day  and  hallowed  it. 

5.  Honor  thy  father  and  thy  mother,  that  thy  days  may  be  long  upon  the  land 
which  the  Lord  thy  God  gives  thee. 

6.  Thou  shalt  not  murder. 

7.  Tliou  shalt  not  commit  adultery. 

8.  Thou  shalt  not  steal. 

9.  Thou  shalt  not  bear  false  witness  against  thy  neighbor. 

10.  Thou  shalt  not  covet  thy  neighbor's  house,  thou  shalt  not  covet  thy  neighbor's 
wife,  nor  his  manservant,  nor  his  maidservant,  nor  his  ox,  nor  his  ass,  nor  anything 
that  is  thy  neighbor's.

1.  The  hour  cometh  and  now  is,  when 
the  true  worshipers  shall  worship  the 
Father  in  spirit  and  in  truth;  for  the 
Father  seeketh  such  to  worship  him. 
God  is  a  spirit;  and  they  that  worship 
him  must  worship  him  in  spirit  and  in 
truth. 

2.  Seek  ye  the  Lord  while  He  may  be 
found;  Call  ye  upon  Him  while  He  is 
near.  Let  the  wicked  forsake  his  way 
and  the  unrighteous  man  his  thoughts; 
and  let  him  return  unto  the  Lord,  and  He 
will  have  mercy  upon  him;  and  to  our 
God,  for  He  will  abundantly  pardon. 

3.  Bless  the  Lord,  O  my  soul,  and  all 
that  is  within  me  bless  his  holy  name. 
For  the  Lord  is  good;  his  mercy  is  ever- 
lasting, and  his  truth  endureth  to  all 
generations. 

4.  O  come,  let  us  sing  unto  the  Lord: 
let  us  make  a  joyful  noise  to  the  rock  of 
our  salvation.  Let  us  come  before  his 
presence  with  thanksgiving,  and  make  a 
joyful  noise  unto  him  with  psalms. 

5.  This  is  the  day  which  the  Lord  hath 
made.  Let  us  rejoice  and  be  glad  in  it. 
O  come,  let  us  worship  and  bow  down; 
let  us  kneel  before  the  Lord  our  Maker; 
for  it  is  he  that  hath  made  us  and  not  we 
ourselves:  he  is  our  God,  and  we  are  the 
people  of  his  pasture  and  the  sheep  of 
his  hand. 

6.  Let  the  words  of  my  mouth  and  the 
meditation  of  my  heart  be  acceptable  in 
thy  sight,  O  Lord,  my  strength  and  my 
redeemer. 

7.  In  the  holy  quiet  of  this  hour,  let  us 
draw  nigh  unto  him  who  heareth  prayer; 
let  us  remember  that  he  listencth  more  to 
our  hearts  than  to  our  words,  and  that  we 
are  the  objects  of  his  love.  May  the  God 
of  all  grace  so  cleanse  our  hearts  and  so 


order  our  minds,  that  they  shall  be  open 
to  the  touch  of  the  spirit  of  him  before 
whom  we  bow  in  re\erence  and  worship. 

8.  With  humble  and  hopeful  spirits  let 
us  offer  up  our  praise  to  him  who,  though 
he  dwelleth  on  high,  is  yet  ever  present 
and  never  faileth  to  listen  to  those  who 
call  upon  him;  for  everyone  that  asketh 
receiveth;  and  he  that  seeketh  findeth; 
and  to  him  that  knocketh  it  shall  be 
opened. 

9.  O  praise  ye  the  Lord,  all  ye  people. 
His  merciful  kindness  is  abundantly  be- 
stowed upon  us.  We  behold  the  wonders 
of  his  love,  for  while  we  were  yet  sinners, 
thou  didst  show  forth  mercy  and  pardon. 
Our  Lord  is  a  great  God,  let  all  that  hath 
breath  praise  his  holy  name. 

10.  Into  thy  house,  O  Lord  we  come  at 
this  solemn  hour  acknowledging  thy  eter- 
nal presence.  With  steadfast  adoration 
we  praise  thy  Holy  Name  and  worship 
thee  in  spirit  and  in  truth. 

11.  O  praise  the  Lord,  all  ye  nations; 
Praise  him  all  ye  people.  For  his  merci- 
ful kindness  is  great  toward  us;  and  the 
truth  of  the  Lord  endureth  forever. 
Praise  ye  the  Lord. 

12.  The  Lord  is  in  His  Holy  Temple; 
let  all  the  earth  be  reverent  before  him. 
This  is  the  Lord's  day;  This  is  the  Lord's 
house.  This  is  the  church,  and  none 
other  than  the  gate  of  heaven.  Let  us 
enter  into  His  presence  with  praise  and 
into  His  house  with  Thanksgiving. 

13.  This  is  in  truth  the  abode  of  the 
most  high:  Magnify  the  Lord  with  me, 
and  let  us  exalt  his  name  together.

Let  the  sea  roar,  and  the  fulness  there- 
of; 

The  world,  and  they  that  dwell  therein. 

Let  the  floods  clap  their  hands: 

Let  the  hills  be  joyful  together  before 
the  Lord;  for  he  cometh  to  judge  the 
earth : 

With  righteousness  shall  he  judge  the 
world,  and  the  people  with  equity.

He  leadeth  me  beside  the  still  waters. 
He  restoreth  my  soul: 

He  leadeth  me  in  the  paths  of  right- 
eousness for  his  name's  sake. 

Yea,  though  I  walk  through  the  valley 
of  the  shadow  of  death,  I  will  fear  no 
evil: 

For  thou  art  with  me;  thy  rod  and  thy 
staff  they  comfort  me. 

Thou  preparest  a  table  before  me  in  the 
presence  of  mine  enemies: 

Thou  anointest  my  head  with  oil;  my 
cup  runneth  over. 

Surely  goodness  and  mercy  shall  follow 
me  all  the  days  of  my  life: 

And  I  will  dwell  in  the  house  of  the 
Lord  for  ever.

I  am  the  good  shepherd:  the  good  shep- 
herd giveth  his  life  for  the  sheep. 

But  he  that  is  a  hireling,  and  not  the 
shepherd,  whose  own  the  sheep  are  not, 
seeth  the  wolf  coming,  and  leaveth  the 
sheep,  and  fleeth; 

And  the  wolf  catcheth  them,  and  scat- 
tereth  the  sheep.     The  hireling  fleeth, 


because  he  is  a  hireling,  and  careth  not 
for  the  sheep. 

I  am  the  good  shepherd,  and  know  my 
sheep,  and  am  known  of  mine. 

As  the  Father  knoweth  me,  even  so  know 
I  the  Father:  and  I  lay  down  my  life  for 
the  sheep. 

And  other  sheep  I  have,  which  are  not 
of  this  fold:  them  also  I  must  bring, 

And  they  shall  hear  my  voice; 

And  there  shall  be  one  fold,  and  one 
shepherd. 

Therefore  doth  my  Father  love  me,  be- 
cause I  lay  down  my  life,  that  I  might 
take  it  again.

For  I  had  gone  with  the  multitude,  I 
went  with  them  to  the  house  of  God, 
with  the  voice  of  joy  and  praise,  with 
a  multitude  that  kept  holyday. 

Why  art  thou  cast  down,  O  my  soul? 
And  why  art  thou  disquieted  in  me? 

Hope  thou  in  God:  for  I  shall  yet 
praise  him  for  the  help  of  his  counte- 
nance. 

O  my  God,  my  soul  is  cast  down  within 
me: 

Therefore  will  I  remember  thee  from 
the  land  of  Jordan,  and  of  the  Her- 
monites,  from  the  hill  Mizar. 

Deep  calleth  unto  deep  at  the  noise  of 
thy  waterspouts: 

All  thy  waves  and  thy  billows  are  gone 
over  me. 


Yet  the  Lord  will  command  his  loving- 
kindness  in  the  daytime, 

And  in  the  night  his  song  shall  be 
with  me,  and  my  prayer  unto  the  God 
of  my  life. 

I  will  say  unto  God  my  rock,  Why  hast 
thou  forgotten  me?  Why  go  I  mourn- 
ing because  of  the  oppression  of  the 
enemy  ? 

As  with  a  sword  in  my  bones,  mine 
enemies  reproach  me;  while  they  say 
daily  unto  me,  Where  is  thy  God? 

Why  art  thou  cast  down,  O  my  soul? 
And  why  art  thou  disquieted  within  me? 

Hope  thou  in  God:  for  I  shall  yet 
praise  him,  who  is  the  health  of  my 
countenance,  and  my  God. 

Psalm  63 

O  God,  thou  art  my  God;  early  will  I 
seek  thee : 

My  soul  thirsteth  for  thee,  my  flesh 
longeth  for  thee  in  a  dry  and  thirsty 
land,  where  no  water  is; 

To  see  thy  power  and  thy  glory,  so  as  I 
have  seen  thee  in  the  sanctuary. 

Because  thy  loving-kindness  is  better 
than  life,  my  lips  shall  praise  thee. 

Thus  will  I  bless  thee  while  I  live:  I  will 
lift  up  my  hands  in  thy  name. 

My  soul  shall  be  satisfied  as  with  mar- 
row and  fatness;  and  my  mouth  shall 
praise  thee  with  joyful  lips  .  .  . 
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Psalm  125 

They  that  trust  in  the  Lord  shall  be  as 
mount  Zion,  which  cannot  be  removed, 
but  abideth  for  ever. 

As  the  mountains  are  round  about 
Jerusalem, 

So  the  Lord  is  round  about  his  people 
from  henceforth  even  for  ever. 

Psalm  91 

He  that  dwelleth  in  the  secret  place  of 
the  Most  High 

Shall   abide  under  the  shadow  of  the 
.  Almighty. 

I  will  say  of  the  Lord,  He  is  my  refuge 
^nd  my  fortress:  my  God;  in  him  will 
I  trust. 

Surely  he  shall  deliver  thee  from  the 
snare  of  the  fowler,  and  from  the 
noisome  pestilence. 

He  shall  cover  thee  with  his  feathers.

His  truth  shall  be  thy  shield  and 
buckler. 

Thou  shalt  not  be  afraid  for  the  terror  by 
night;

The  young  lion  and  the  dragon  shalt  thou 
trample  under  feet. 

Because  he  hath  set  his  love  upon  me, 
therefore  will  I  deliver  him: 

I  will  set  him  on  high,  because  he  hath 
known  my  name. 

He  shall  call  upon  me,  and  I  will  an- 
swer him: 

I  will  be  with  him  in  trouble;  I  will  de- 
liver him,  and  honor  him. 

With  long  life  will  I  satisfy  him,  and 
show  him  my  salvation.

Which  is  as  a  bridegroom  coming  out 
of  his  chamber,  and  rejoiceth  as  a 
strong  man  to  run  a  race. 


His  going  forth  is  from  the  end  of  the 
heaven,  and  his  circuit  unto  the  ends  of  it: 

And  there  is  nothing  hid  from  the  heat 
thereof. 

The  law  of  the  Lord  is  perfect,  convert- 
ing the  soul : 

The  testimony  of  the  Lord  is  sure, 
making  wise  the  simple. 

The  statutes  of  the  Lord  are  right,  re- 
joicing the  heart: 

The  commandment  of  the  Lord  is  pure, 
enlightening  the  eyes. 

The  fear  of  the  Lord  is  clean,  enduring 
for  ever: 

The  judgments  of  the  Lord  are  true 
and  righteous  altogether. 

More  to  be  desired  are  they  than  gold,, 
yea,  than  much  fine  gold: 

Sweeter  also  than  honey  and  the  honey- 
comb. 

Moreover  by  them  is  thy  servant  warned : 
and  in  keeping  of  them  there  is  great 
reward. 

Who  can  understand  his  errors? 
Cleanse  thou  me  from  secret  faults. 

Keep  back  thy  servant  also  from  pre- 
sumptuous sins;  let  them  not  have  do- 
minion over  me  .  .  . 

Let  the  words  of  my  mouth,  and  the 
meditation  of  my  heart,  be  acceptable 
in  thy  sight,  O  Lord,  my  strength,  and 
my  redeemer. 
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Psalm  104 

Bless  the  Lord,  O  my  soul.  O  Lord  my 
God,  thou  art  very  great ; 

Thou  art  clothed  with  honor  and 
majesty: 

Who  coverest  thyself  with  light  as  with 

a  garment: 

Who  stretchest  out  the  heavens  like  a 
curtain: 

Who  layeth  the  beams  of  his  chambers 
in  the  waters:  who  maketh  the  clouds 
his  chariot: 

Who  walketh  upon  the  wings  of  the 
wind:  Who  maketh  his  angels  spirits; 
his  ministers  a  flaming  fire: 

Who  laid  the  foundations  of  the  earth, 
that  it  should  not  be  removed  for  ever. 

Thou  coveredst  it  with  the  deep  as  with 
a  garment:  The  waters  stood  above  the 
mountains. 

At  thy  rebuke  they  fled ;  at  the  voice  of 
thy  thunder  they  hasted  away. 

They  go  up  by  the  mountains;  they  go 
down  by  the  valleys  unto  the  place 
which  thou  hast  founded  for  them. 

Thou  hast  set  a  bound  that  they  may  not 
pass  over;  that  they  turn  not  again  to 
cover  the  earth. 

He  sendeth  the  springs  into  the  valleys, 
which  run  among  the  hills. 


They  give  drink  to  every  beast  of  the 
field:  the  wild  asses  quench  their  thirst. 

By  them  shall  the  fowls  of  the  heaven 
have  their  habitation,  which  sing 
among  the  branches. 

He  watereth  the  hills  from  his  chambers : 
the  earth  is  satisfied  with  the  fruit  of  thy 
works. 

He  causeth  the  grass  to  grow  for  the 
cattle,  and  herb  for  the  service  of  man: 

That  he  may  bring  forth  food  out  of  the 
earth  .  .  .  and  bread  which  strength- 
eneth  man's  heart  .  .  . 

He  appointed  the  moon  for  seasons:

He  shall  judge  thy  people  with  right- 
eousness, and  thy  poor  with  judgment. 

The  mountains  shall  bring  peace  to  the 
people,  and  the  little  hills,  by  righteous- 
ness. 

He  shall  judge  the  poor  of  the  people, 

He  shall  save  the  children  of  the  needy, 
and  shall  break  in  pieces  the  oppressor.

Then  I  was  by  him,  as  one  brought  up 
with  him:  and  I  was  daily  his  delight, 
rejoicing  always  before  him; 


Rejoicing  in  the  habitable  part  of  his 
earth;  and  my  delights  were  with  the 
sons  of  men. 

Now  therefore  hearken  unto  me,  O  ye 
children:  for  blessed  are  they  that  keep 
my  ways. 

Hear  instruction,  and  be  wise,  and  refuse 
it  not. 

Blessed  is  the  man  that  heareth  me, 

Watching  daily  at  my  gates,  waiting  at 
the  posts  of  my  doors.

But  he  that  sinneth  against  me  wrongeth 
his  own  soul:

And 
where  is  the  place  of  understanding.? 

Man  knoweth  not  the  price  thereof; 
neither  is  it  found  in  the  land  of  the 
living. 

The  depth  saith.  It  is  not  in  me:  and  the 
sea  saith.  It  is  not  with  me. 

It  cannot  be  gotten  for  gold,  neither 
shall  silver  be  weighed  for  the  price 
thereof. 
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Proverbs  3 

Happy  is  the  man  that  findeth  wisdom, 
and  the  man  that  getteth  understanding: 

For  the  merchandise  of  it  is  better  than 
the  merchandise  of  silver,  and  the  gain 
thereof  than  fine  gold. 

She  is  more  precious  than  rubies: 

And  all  the  things  thou  canst  desire 
are  not  to  be  compared  unto  her. 

Length  of  days  is  in  her  right  hand;  and 
in  her  left  hand  riches  and  honor. 

Her  ways  are  ways  of  pleasantness,  and 
all  her  paths  are  peace. 

She  is  a  tree  of  life  to  them  that  lay 
hold  upon  her: 

And  happy  is  every  one  that  retaineth 
her. 

The  Lord  by  wisdom  hath  founded  the 
earth;  by  understanding  hath  he  estab- 
lished the  heavens. 

By  his  knowledge  the  depths  are 
broken  up,  and  the  clouds  drop  down 
the  dew. 

My  son,  let  not  them  depart  from  thine 
eyes :  keep  sound  wisdom  and  discretion : 

So  shall  they  be  life  unto  thy  soul,  and 
grace  to  thy  neck. 

Then  shalt  thou  walk  in  thy  way  safely, 
and  thy  foot  shall  not  stumble. 

When  thou  liest  down,  thou  shalt  not 
be  afraid: 


Yea,  thou  shalt  lie  down,  and  thy  sleep 
shall  be  sweet. 

Be  not  afraid  of  sudden  fear,  neither 
of  the  desolation  of  the  wicked,  when 
it  Cometh. 

For  the  Lord  shall  be  thy  confidence,  and 
shall  keep  thy  foot  from  being  taken.

And  the  knowledge  of  the  Holy  is 
understanding.

Blessed  are  the  undefiled  in  the  way,  who 
walk  in  the  law  of  the  Lord. 

Blessed  are  they  that  keep  his  testi- 
monies, and  that  seek  him  with  the 
whole  heart. 

They  also  do  no  iniquity:  they  walk  in 
his  ways. 

Thou  hast  commanded  us  to  keep  thy 
precepts  diligently. 

0  that  my  ways  were  directed  to  keep 
thy  statutes ! 

Then  shall  I  not  be  ashamed,  when  I 
have  respect  unto  all  thy  command- 
ments. 

1  will  praise  thee  with  uprightness  of 
heart,  when  I  shall  have  learned  thy 
righteous  judgments. 

I  will  keep  thy  statutes:  O  forsake  me 
not  utterly. 

Wherewithal  shall  a  young  man  cleanse 
his  way?  By  talking  heed  thereto  ac- 
cording to  thy  word. 

With  my  whole  heart  have  I  sought 
thee:  O  let  me  not  wander  from  thy 
commandments. 

Thy  word  have  I  hid  in  mine  heart,  that 
I  might  not  sin  against  thee. 

Blessed  art  thou,  O  Lord:  teach  me  thy 
statutes. 


With  my  lips  have  I  declared  all  the 
judgments  of  thy  mouth. 

I  have  rejoiced  in  the  way  of  thy  testi- 
monies, as  much  as  in  all  riches. 

I  will  meditate  in  thy  precepts,  and  have 
respect  unto  thy  ways. 

I  will  delight  myself  in  thy  statutes:  I 
will  not  forget  thy  word. 

Deal  bountifully  with  thy  servant,  that 
I  may  live,  and  keep  thy  word. 

Open  thou  mine  eyes,  that  I  may 
behold  wondrous  things  out  of  thy 
law  .  .  . 

Teach  me,  O  Lord,  the  way  of  thy  stat- 
utes; and  I  shall  keep  it  unto  the  end. 

Give  me  understanding,  and  I  shall 
keep  thy  law;  yea,  I  shall  observe  it 
with  my  whole  heart. 

Make  me  to  go  in  the  path  of  thy  com- 
mandments ;  for  therein  do  I  delight. 

Incline  my  heart  unto  thy  testimonies, 
and  not  to  covetousness  .  .  . 

Let  thy  mercies  come  also  unto  me,  O 
Lord,  even  thy  salvation,  according  to  thy 
word  .   .   . 

So  shall  I  keep  thy  law  continually  for 
ever  and  ever. 

.  .  .  Thy  word  is  true  from  the  begin- 
ning: 

And  every  one  of  thy  righteous  judg- 
ments endureth  for  ever. 
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Jeremiah  23 

Behold,  the  days  come,  saith  the  Lord, 
that  I  will  raise  unto  David  a  righteous 
Branch, 

And  a  King  shall  reign  and  prosper, 
and  shall  execute  judgment  and  jus- 
tice in  the  earth. 

Isaiah  11 

And  there  shall  come  forth  a  rod  out  of 
the  stem  of  Jesse, 

And  a  Branch  shall  grow  out  of  his 
roots: 

And  the  Spirit  of  the  Lord  shall  rest  upon 
him, 

The  spirit  of  wisdom  and  understand- 

The  spirit  of  counsel  and  might,  the  spirit 
of  knowledge  and  of  the  fear  of  the 
Lord; 

And  shall  make  him  ...  in  the  fear 
of  the  Lord: 

And  he  shall  not  judge  after  the  sight  of 
his  eyes, 

Neither  reprove  after  the  hearing  of 
his  ears: 

But  with  righteousness  shall  he  judge 
the  poor,  and  reprove  with  equity  for 
the  meek  of  the  earth : 

And  he  shall  smite  the  earth  with  the 
rod  of  his  mouth,  and  with  the  breath 
of  his  lips  shall  he  slay  the  wicked. 

And  righteousness  shall  be  the  girdle  of 
his  loins,  and  faithfulness  the  girdle  of 
his  reins. 


The  wolf  also  shall  dwell  with  the 
lamb,  and  the  leopard  shall  lie  down 
with  the  kid; 

And  the  calf  and  the  young  lion  and 

the  failing  together; 

And  a  little  child  shall  lead  them  .  .  . 

They  shall  not  hurt  nor  destroy  in  all 
my  holy  mountain: 

For  the  earth  shall  be  full  of  the 
knowledge  of  the  Lord,  as  the  waters 
cover  the  sea. 

Isaiah  52 

How  beautiful  upon  the  mountains  are 
the  feet  of  him  that  bringeth  good 
tidings. 

That  publisheth  peace;  that  bringeth 
good  tidings  of  good. 

That  publisheth  salvation; 

That  saith  unto  Zion,  Thy  God 
reigneth ! 

Thy  watchmen  shall  lift  up  the  voice; 
with  the  voice  together  shall  they  sing: 

For  they  shall  see  eye  to  eye,  when 
the  Lord  shall  bring  again  Zion. 

Break  forth  into  joy,  sing  together,  ye 
waste  places  of  Jerusalem: 

For  the  Lord  hath  comforted  his  peo- 
ple, He  hath  redeemed  Jerusalem. 

The  Lord  hath  made  bare  his  holy  arm 
in  the  eyes  of  all  the  nations; 

And  all  the  ends  of  the  earth  shall  see 
the  salvation  of  our  God. 
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Isaiah  40 

Comfort  ye,  comfort  ye  my  people,  saith 
your  God. 

Speak  ye  comfortably  to  Jerusalem, 
and  cry  unto  her, 

That  her  warfare  is  accomplished,  that 
her  iniquity  is  pardoned: 

For  she  hath  received  of  the  Lord's 
hand  double  for  all  her  sins. 

The  voice  of  him  that  crieth  in  the  wil- 
derness, prepare  ye  the  way  of  the  Lord, 

Make  straight  in  the  desert  a  highway 
for  our  God. 

Every  valley  shall  be  exalted,  and  every 
mountain  and  hill  shall  be  made  low: 

And  the  crooked  shall  be  made 
straight,  and  the  rough  places  plain: 

And  the  glory  of  the  Lord  shall  be  re- 
vealed, and  all  flesh  shall  see  it  together: 
for  the  mouth  of  the  Lord  hath  spoken  it. 

The  voice  said,  Cry.  And  he  said. 
What  shall  I  cry.? 

All  flesh  is  grass,  and  all  the  goodliness 
thereof  is  as  the  flower  of  the  field: 

The  grass  withereth,  the  flower  fadeth; 
because  the  spirit  of  the  Lord  bloweth 
upon  it:  surely  the  people  is  grass. 

The  grass  withereth,  the  flower  fadeth: 
but  the  word  of  our  God  shall  stand  for 
ever. 

O  Zion,  that  bringest  good  tidings,  get 
thee  up  into  the  high  mountain; 


O  Jerusalem,  that  bringest  good  tidings, 
lift  up  thy  voice  with  strength; 

Lift  it  up,  be  not  afraid;  say  unto  the 
cities  of  Judah,  Behold  your  God! 

Behold,  the  Lord  God  will  come  with 
strong  hand,  and  his  arm  shall  rule  for 
him: 

Behold,  his  reward  is  with  him,  and  his 
work  before  him. 

He  shall  feed  his  flock  like  a  shepherd: 
he  shall  gather  the  lambs  with  his  arm, 
and  carry  them  in  his  bosom. 

And  shall  gently  lead  those  that  are 
with  young. 

Isaiah  44 

Remember  these,  O  Jacob  and  Israel;  for 
thou  art  my  servants :  I  have  formed  thee ; 
thou  art  my  servant  .  .  . 

0  Israel,  thou  shalt  not  be  forgotten  of 
me. 

1  have  blotted  out,  as  a  thick  cloud,  thy 
transgressions,  and,  as  a  cloud,  thy  sins: 

Return  unto  me;  for  I  have  redeemed 
thee. 

Sing,  O  ye  heavens;  for  the  Lord  hath 
done  it: 

Shout,  ye  lower  parts  of  the  earth: 

Break  forth  into  singing,  ye  mountains, 

O  forest,  and  every  tree  therein:  for 
the  Lord  hath  redeemed  Jacob,  and 
glorified  himself  in  Israel. 
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Isaiah  9 

The  people  that  walked  in  darkness  have 
seen  a  great  light: 

They  that  dwell  in  the  land  of  the 
shadow  of  death,  upon  them  hath  the 
light  shined. 

Thou  hast  multiplied  the  nation,  and 
not  increased  the  joy: 

They  joy  before  thee  according  to  the 
joy  in  harvest,  and  as  men  rejoice 
when  they  divide  the  spoil  .  .  . 

For  unto  us  a  child  is  born,  unto  us  a 
son  is  given:  and  the  government  shall 
be  upon  his  shoulder: 

And  his  name  shall  be  called  Wonder- 
ful, Counselor,  The  mighty  God,  and 
The  everlasting  Father,  The  Prince  of 
Peace. 

Of  the  increase  of  his  government  and 
peace  there  shall  be  no  end, 

Upon  the  throne  of  David,  and  upon 
his  kingdom, 

To  order  it,  and  to  establish  it  with 
judgment  and  with  justice  from  hence- 
forth even  for  ever. 

The  zeal  of  the  Lord  of  hosts  will  per- 
form this. 

Isaiah  42 

Behold  my  servant,  whom  I  uphold; 
mine  elect,  in  whom  my  soul  delighteth ; 

I  have  put  my  Spirit  upon  him:  he  shall 
bring  forth  judgment  to  the  Gentiles. 


He  shall  not  cry,  nor  lift  up,  nor  cause 
his  voice  to  be  heard  in  the  street. 

A  bruised  reed  shall  he  not  break,  and 
the  smoking  flax  shall  he  not  quench: 

He  shall  bring  forth  judgment  unto 
truth. 

He  shall  not  fail  nor  be  discouraged, 
till  he  have  set  judgment  in  the  earth: 

And  the  isles  shall  wait  for  his  law. 

Thus  saith  God  the  Lord,  He  that 
created  the  heavens,  and  stretched 
them  out; 

He  that  spread  forth  the  earth,  and  that 
which  Cometh  out  of  it; 

He  that  giveth  breath  unto  the  people 
upon  it,  and  spirit  to  them  that  walk 
therein: 

I  the  Lord  have  called  thee  in  righteous- 
ness, and  will  hold  thine  hand,  and  will 
keep  thee. 

And  give  thee  for  a  covenant  of  the 
people,  for  a  light  of  the  Gentiles; 

To  open  the  blind  eyes,  to  bring  out  the 
prisoners  from  the  prison. 

And  them  that  sit  in  darkness  out  of 
the  prison  house. 

I  am  the  Lord ;  that  is  my  name:  and  my 
glory  will  I  not  give  to  another,  neither 
my  praise  to  graven  images  .  .   . 

Sing  unto  the  Lord  a  new  song,  and 
his  praise  from  the  end  of  the  earth. 
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Isaiah  43 

But  now  thus  saith  the  Lord  that  created 
thee,  O  Jacob,  and  he  that  formed  thee, 

0  Israel, 

Fear  not:  for  I  have  redeemed  thee,  I 
have  called  thee  by  thy  name;  thou  art 
mine. 

When  thou  passest  through  the  waters, 

1  will  be  with  thee; 

And  through  the  rivers,  they  shall  not 
overflow  thee: 

When  thou  walkest  through  the  fire,  thou 
shalt  not  be  burned;  neither  shall  the 
flame  kindle  upon  thee. 

For  I  am  the  Lord  thy  God,  the  Holy 
One  of  Israel,  thy  Saviour: 

Isaiah  54 

For  a  small  moment  have  I  forsaken  thee ; 
but  with  great  mercies  will  I  gather  thee. 

In  a  little  wrath  I  hid  my  face  from 
thee  for  a  moment; 

But  with  everlasting  kindness  will  I  have 
mercy  on  thee,  saith  the  Lord  thy  Re- 
deemer. 

For  this  is  as  the  waters  of  Noah  unto 
me: 

For  as  I  have  sworn  that  the  waters  of 
Noah  should  no  more  go  over  the  earth ; 

So  have  I  sworn  that  I  would  not  be 
wroth  with  thee,  nor  rebuke  thee. 

For  the  mountains  shall  depart,  and  the 
hills  be  removed; 


But  my  kindness  shall  not  depart  from 
thee. 

Neither  shall  the  covenant  of  my  peace 
be  removed,  saith  the  Lord  that  hath 
mercy  on  thee. 

O  thou  afflicted,  tossed  with  tempest, 
and  not  comforted. 

Behold,  I  will  lay  thy  stones  with  fair 
colors,  and  lay  thy  foundations  with 
sapphires. 

And  I  will  make  thy  windows  of 
agates. 

And  thy  gates  of  carbuncles,  and  all  thy 
borders  of  pleasant  stones. 

And  all  thy  children  shall  be  taught 
of  the  Lord;  and  great  shall  be  the 
peace  of  thy  children  .  .  . 

Enlarge  the  place  of  thy  tent,  and  let 
them  stretch  forth  the  curtains  of  thine 
habitations: 

Spare  not,  lengthen  thy  cords,  and 
strengthen  thy  stakes; 

For  thou  shalt  break  forth  on  the  right 
hand  and  on  the  left; 

And  thy  seed  shall  inherit  the  Gen- 
tiles, and  make  the  desolate  cities  to 
be  inhabited  .  .  . 

For  thy  Maker  is  thine  husband;  the  Lord 
of  hosts  is  his  name;  and  thy  Redeemer 
the  Holy  One  of  Israel ; 

The  God  of  the  whole  earth  shall  he 
be  called. 
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John  1 

In  the  beginning  was  the  Word,  and  the 
Word  was  with  God,  and  the  Word  was 
God. 

The  same  was  in  the  beginning  with 
God  .  .  . 

And  the  Word  was  made  flesh,  and  dwelt 
among  us,  and  we  beheld  his  glory. 

The  glory  as  of  the  only  begotten  of 
the  Father,  full  of  grace  and  truth. 

John  3 

For  God  so  loved  the  world,  that  he 
gave  his  only  begotten  Son, 

That  whosoever  believeth  in  him 
should  not  perish,  but  have  everlasting 
life. 

Matthew  1 

.  .  .  And  thou  shalt  call  his  name  Jesus : 
for  he  shall  save  his  people  from  their 
sins. 

Luke  1 

And  Mary  said,  My  soul  doth  magnify 
the  Lord,  and  my  spirit  hath  rejoiced 
in  God  my  Saviour. 

For  he  hath  regarded  the  low  estate  of 
his  handmaiden: 

For,  behold,  from  henceforth  all  gen- 
erations shall  call  me  blessed. 

For  he  that  is  mighty  hath  done  to  me 
great  things;  and  holy  is  his  name. 


And  his  mercy  is  on  them  that  fear  him 
from  generation  to  generation. 

Luke  2 

And  she  brought  forth  her  firstborn  son, 

And  wrapped  him  in  swaddling 
clothes,  and  laid  him  in  a  manger; 

Because  there  was  no  room  for  them  in 
the  inn. 

And  there  were  in  the  same  country 
shepherds  abiding  in  the  field. 

Keeping  watch  over  their  flock  by  night. 

And,  lo,  the  angel  of  the  Lord  came 
upon  them. 

And  the  glory  of  the  Lord  shone  round 
about  them; 

And  they  were  sore  afraid. 

And  the  angel  said  unto  them.  Fear  not: 

For,  behold,  I  bring  you  good  tidings 
of  great  joy,  which  shall  be  to  all  peo- 
ple. 

For  unto  you  is  born  this  day  in  the  city 
of  David  a  Saviour,  which  is  Christ  the 
Lord. 

And  this  shall  be  a  sign  unto  you;  Ye 
shall  find  the  babe  wrapped  in  swad- 
dling clothes,  lying  in  a  manger. 

And  suddenly  there  was  with  the  angel 
a  multitude  of  the  heavenly  host  prais- 
ing God,  and  saying, 

Glory  to  God  in  the  highest,  and  on 
earth  peace,  good  will  toward  men. 
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Isaiah  62 

Behold,  the  Lord  hath  proclaimed  unto 
the  end  of  the  world, 

Say  ye  to  the  daughter  of  Zion,  Be- 
hold, thy  salvation  cometh; 

Behold,  his  reward  is  with  him,  and  his 
work  before  him. 

And  they  shall  call  them.  The  holy  peo- 
ple, The  redeemed  of  the  Lord. 

Zechariah  9 

Shout,  O  daughter  of  Jerusalem:  behold, 
thy  King  cometh  unto  thee: 

He  is  just,  and  having  salvation;  lowly, 
and  riding  upon  an  ass, 

.  .  .  And  he  shall  speak  peace  unto  the 
heathen. 

Isaiah  12 

And  in  that  day  thou  shalt  say,  O 
Lord,  I  will  praise  thee: 

.  .  .  Behold,  God  is  my  salvation ;  I  will 
trust,  and  not  be  afraid. 

Mark  11 

And  when  they  came  nigh  to  Jeru- 
salem, unto  Bethphage  and  Bethany, 
at  the  mount  of  Olives, 

He  sendeth  forth  two  of  his  disciples, 
and  saith  unto  them, 

Go  your  way  into  the  village  over 
against  you: 

And  as  soon  as  ye  be  entered  into  it,  ye 
shall  find  a  colt  tied,  whereon  never  man 
sat; 


Loose  him,  and  bring  him.  And  if  any 
man  say  unto  you.  Why  do  ye  this  ? 

Say  ye  that  the  Lord  hath  need  of  him ; 

And  straightway  he  will  send  him 
hither. 

And  they  went  their  way,  and  found  the 
colt  tied  by  the  door  without  in  a  place 
where  two  ways  met;  and  they  loose  him. 

And  certain  of  them  that  stood  there 
said  unto  them.  What  do  ye,  loosing 
the  colt.^ 

And  they  said  unto  them  even  as  Jesus 
had  commanded:  and  they  let  them  go. 

And  they  brought  the  colt  to  Jesus, 
and  cast  their  garments  on  him;  and  he 
sat  upon  him. 

And  many  spread  their  garments  in  the 
way;  and  others  cut  down  branches  oflP 
the  trees,  and  strewed  them  in  the  way. 

And  they  that  went  before,  and  they 
that  followed,  cried,  saying,  Hosanna; 
Blessed  is  he  that  cometh  in  the  name 
of  the  Lord: 

Blessed  be  the  kingdom  of  our  father 
David, 

That  cometh  in  the  name  of  the  Lord: 
Hosanna  in  the  highest. 

And  Jesus  entered  into  Jerusalem,  and 
into  the  temple: 

And  when  he  had  looked  round  about 
upon  all  things,  and  now  the  eventide 
was  come,  he  went  out  unto  Bethany 
with  the  twelve. 
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Isaiah  53 

Who  hath  beheved  our  report?  And  to 
whom  is  the  arm  of  the  Lord  revealed? 

For  he  shall  grow  up  before  him  as  a 
tender  plant,  and  as  a  root  out  of  a  dry 
ground: 

He  hath  no  form  nor  comeliness;  and 
when  we  shall  see  him,  there  is  no  beauty 
that  we  should  desire  him. 

He  is  despised  and  rejected  of  men;  a 
man  of  sorrows,  and  acquainted  with 
grief: 

And  we  hid  as  it  were  our  faces  from 
him;  he  was  despised,  and  we  esteemed 
him  not. 

Surely  he  hath  borne  our  griefs,  and 
carried  our  sorrows: 

Yet  we  did  esteem  him  stricken,  smitten 
of  God,  and  afflicted. 

But  he  was  wounded  for  our  trans- 
gressions, he  was  bruised  for  our 
iniquities: 

The  chastisement  of  our  peace  was  upon 
him;  and  with  his  stripes  we  are  healed. 

Ail  we  like  sheep  have  gone  astray; 
we  have  turned  every  one  to  his  own 
way; 

And  the  Lord  hath  laid  on  him  the  in- 
iquity of  us  all. 

He  was  oppressed,  and  he  was  aflflicted, 
yet  he  opened  not  his  mouth: 

He  is  brought  as  a  lamb  to  the  slaughter, 
and  as  a  sheep  before  her  shearers  is 
dumb,  so  he  openeth  not  his  mouth. 


He  was  taken  from  prison  and  from 
judgment:  and  who  shall  declare  his 
generation  ? 

For  he  was  cut  off  out  of  the  land  of  the 
living:  for  the  transgression  of  my  peo- 
ple was  he  stricken. 

And  he  made  his  grave  with  the 
wicked,  and  with  the  rich  in  his  death; 

Because  he  had  done  no  violence,  neither 
was  any  deceit  in  his  mouth. 

Yet  it  pleased  the  Lord  to  bruise  him; 
he  hath  put  him  to  grief: 

When  thou  shalt  make  his  soul  an  offer- 
ing for  sin,  he  shall  see  his  seed,  he  shall 
prolong  his  days, 

And  the  pleasure  of  the  Lord  shall 
prosper  in  his  hand. 

He  shall  see  the  travail  of  his  soul,  and 
shall  be  satisfied: 

By  his  knowledge  shall  my  righteous 
servant  justify  many;  for  he  shall  bear 
their  iniquities. 

Therefore  will  I  divide  him  a  portion 
with  the  great. 

And  he  shall  divide  the  spoil  with  the 
strong; 

Because  he  hath  poured  out  his  soul  unto 
death:  and  he  was  numbered  with  the 
transgressors ; 

And  he  bare  the  sin  of  many,  and  made 
intercession  for  the  transgressors. 
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1  Corinthians 

.  .  .  Now  is  Christ  risen  from  the  dead, 
and  become  the  first-fruits  of  them  that 
slept  .  .   . 

For  as  in  Adam  all  die,  even  so  in 
Christ  shall  all  be  made  alive. 

...  As  we  have  borne  the  image  of  the 
earthy,  we  shall  also  bear  the  image  of 
the  heavenly. 

There  are  also  celestial  bodies,  and 
bodies  terrestrial: 

But  the  glory  of  the  celestial  is  one,  and 
the  glory  of  the  terrestrial  is  another. 

There  is  one  glory  of  the  sun,  and  an- 
other glory  of  the  moon,  and  another 
glory  of  the  stars; 

For  one  star  differeth  from  another  star 
in  glory. 

So  also  is  the  resurrection  of  the  dead. 

It  is  sown  in  corruption,  it  is  raised  in 
incorruption : 

It  is  sown  in  dishonor,  it  is  raised  in 
glory: 

It  is  sown  in  weakness,  it  is  raised  in 
power: 

It  is  sown  a  natural  body,  it  is  raised 
a  spiritual  body  .  .  . 

Howbeit  that  was  not  first  which  is  spirit- 
ual, but  that  which  is  natural ;  and  after- 
ward that  which  is  spiritual. 

The  first  man  is  of  the  earth,  earthy: 
the  second  man  is  the  Lord  from 
heaven. 


As  is  the  earthy,  such  are  they  also  that 
are  earthy: 

And  as  is  the  heavenly,  such  are  they 
also  that  are  heavenly. 

Now  .  .  .  flesh  and  blood  cannot  in- 
herit the  kingdom  of  God; 

Neither  doth  corruption  inherit  in- 
corruption. 

Behold,  I  show  you  a  mystery;  we  shall 
not  all  sleep,  but  we  shall  all  be 
changed  .  .  . 

For  this  corruptible  must  put  on  incor- 
ruption, and  this  mortal  must  put  on 
immortality. 

So  when  this  corruptible  shall  have  put 
on  incorruption,  and  this  mortal  shall 
have  put  on  immortality, 

Then  shall  be  brought  to  pass  the  say- 
ing that  is  written,  death  is  swallowed 
up  in  victory. 

O  death,  where  is  thy  sting? 

O  grave,  where  is  thy  victory  .<* 

The  sting  of  death  is  sin;  and  the 
strength  of  sin  is  the  law. 

But  thanks  be  to  God,  which  giveth 
us  the  victory  through  our  Lord  Jesus 
Christ. 

Therefore,  my  beloved  brethren,  be  ye 
steadfast,  unmovable,  always  abounding 
in  the  work  of  the  Lord, 

Forasmuch  as  ye  know  that  your  labor 
is  not  in  vain  in  the  Lord. 
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John  15 

I  am  the  true  vine,  and  my  Father  is  the 
husbandman. 

Every  branch  in  me  that  beareth  not 
fruit  he  taketh  away: 

And  every  branch  that  beareth  fruit,  he 
purgeth  it,  that  it  may  bring  forth  more 
fruit. 

Now  ye  are  clean  through  the  word 
which  I  have  spoken  unto  you. 

Abide  in  me,  and  I  in  you.  As  the 
branch  cannot  bear  fruit  of  itself,  except 
it  abide  in  the  vine; 

No  more  can  ye,  except  ye  abide  in  me. 

I  am  the  vine,  ye  are  the  branches. 

He  that  abideth  in  me,  and  I  in  him, 
the  same  bringeth  forth  much  fruit; 

For  without  me  ye  can  do  nothing. 

If  a  man  abide  not  in  me,  he  is  cast 
forth  as  a  branch,  and  is  withered; 

And  men  gather  them,  and  cast  them 
into  the  fire,  and  they  are  burned. 

If  ye  abide  in  me,  and  my  words  abide 
in  you,  ye  shall  ask  what  ye  will,  and 
it  shall  be  done  unto  you. 

Herein  is  my  Father  glorified,  that  ye 
bear  much  fruit;  so  shall  ye  be  my  dis- 
ciples. 

As  the  Father  hath  loved  me,  so  have  I 
loved  you:  continue  ye  in  my  love. 


If  ye  keep  my  commandments,  ye  shall 
abide  in  my  love; 

Even  as  I  have  kept  my  Father's  com- 
mandments, and  abide  in  his  love. 

These  things  have  I  spoken  unto  you, 
that  my  joy  might  remain  in  you,  and 
that  your  joy  might  be  full. 

This  is  my  commandment.  That  ye 
love  one  another,  as  I  have  loved  you. 

Greater  love  hath  no  man  than  this,  that 
a  man  lay  down  his  life  for  his  friends. 

Ye  are  my  friends,  if  ye  do  whatsoever 
I  command  you. 

Henceforth,  I  call  you  not  servants;  for 
the  servant  knoweth  not  what  his  lord 
doeth : 

But  I  have  called  you  friends;  for  all 
things  that  I  have  heard  of  my  Father 
I  have  made  known  unto  you. 

Ye  have  not  chosen  me,  but  I  have  chosen 
you,  and  ordained  you,  that  ye  should  go 
and  bring  forth  fruit,  and  that  your  fruit 
should  remain; 

That  whatsoever  ye  shall  ask  of  the 
Father  in  my  name,  he  may  give  it 
you  .  .  . 

And  ye  also  shall  bear  witness,  because 
ye  have  been  with  me  from  the  begin- 
ning. 

These  things  I  command  you,  that  ye 
love  one  another. 
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Even  as  Christ  forgave  you,  so  also  do  ye. 

And  above  all  these  things  put  on 
charity,  which  is  the  bond  of  perfect- 
ness. 

And  let  the  peace  of  God  rule  in  your 
hearts,  to  the  which  also  ye  are  called 
in  one  body ;  and  be  ye  thankful. 

Let  the  word  of  Christ  dwell  in  you 
richly  in  all  wisdom; 

Teaching  and  admonishing  one  another 
in  psalms  and  hymns  and  spiritual  songs, 

Singing  with  grace  in  your  hearts  to 
the  Lord. 

And  whatsoever  ye  do  in  word  or  deed, 
do  all  in  the  name  of  the  Lord  Jesus, 

Giving  thanks  to  God  and  the  Father 
by  him. 

Galatians  6 

Brethren,  if  a  man  be  overtaken  in  a 
fault,  ye  which  are  spiritual,  restore  such 
a  one  in  the  spirit  of  meekness ; 

Considering  thyself,  lest  thou  also  be 
tempted. 

Bear  ye  one  another's  burdens,  and  so 
fulfil  the  law  of  Christ. 
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For  if  a  man  think  himself  to  be  some- 
thing, when  he  is  nothing,  he  deceiveth 
himself. 

But  let  every  man  prove  his  own  work, 

And  then  shall  he  have  rejoicing  in 
himself  alone,  and  not  in  another. 

For  every  man  shall  bear  his  own  burden. 

Let  him  that  is  taught  in  the  word 
communicate  unto  him  that  teacheth 
in  all  good  things. 

Be  not  deceived ;  God  is  not  mocked : 

For  whatsoever  a  man  soweth,  that 
shall  he  also  reap. 

For  he  that  soweth  to  his  flesh  shall  of 
the  flesh  reap  corruption; 

But  he  that  soweth  to  the  Spirit  shall 
of  the  Spirit  reap  life  everlasting. 

And  let  us  not  be  weary  in  well  doing: 
for  in  due  season  we  shall  reap,  if  we 
faint  not. 

As  we  have  therefore  opportunity,  let 
us  do  good  unto  all  men, 

Especially  unto  them  who  are  of  the 
household  of  faith  .   .  . 

And  as  many  as  walk  according  to  this 
rule,  peace  be  on  them,  and  mercy, 
and  upon  the  Israel  of  God. 
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I  Corinthians 

Though  I  speak  with  the  tongues  of  men 
and  of  angels,  and  have  not  charity, 

I  am  become  as  sounding  brass,  or  a 
tinkling  cymbal. 

And  though  I  have  the  gift  of  prophecy, 
and  understand  all  mysteries,  and  all 
knowledge ;  and  though  I  have  all  faith, 
so  that  I  could  remove  mountains, 

And  have  not  charity,  I  am  nothing. 

And  though  I  bestow  all  my  goods  to 
feed  the  poor,  and  though  I  give  my 
body  to  be  burned. 

And  have  not  charity,  it  profiteth  me 
nothing. 

Charity  suffereth  long,  and  is  kind ; 

.  .  .  Charity  vaunteth  not  itself,  is  not 
puffed  up, 

Doth  not  behave  itself  unseemly,  seeketh 
not  her  own. 

Is  not  easily  provoked,  thinketh  no 
evil; 

Rejoiceth  not  in  iniquity  but  rejoiceth  in 
the  truth; 

Beareth  all  things,  believeth  all  things, 
hopeth  all  things,  endureth  all  things. 

Charity  never  faileth: 

But  whether  there  be  prophecies,  they 
shall  fail; 

Whether  there  be  tongues,  they  shall- 
cease ; 

Whether  there  be  knowledge,  it  shall 
vanish  away. 


For  we  know  in  part,  and  we  prophesy 
in  part. 

But  when  that  which  is  perfect  is  come, 
then  that  which  is  in  part  shall  be  done 
away  .  .  . 

For  now  we  see  through  a  glass,  darkly; 

But  then  face  to  face: 

Now  I  know  in  part; 

But  then  shall  I  know  even  as  also  I 
am  known. 

And  now  abideth  faith,  hope,  charity, 
these  three ; 

But  the  greatest  of  these  is  charity. 

/  John 

Beloved,  let  us  love  one  another:  for  love 
is  of  God ; 

And  every  one  that  loveth  is  born  of 
God,  and  knoweth  God. 

He  that  loveth  not,  knoweth  not  God; 
for  God  is  love. 

In  this  was  manifested  the  love  of  God 
toward  us,  because  that  God  sent  his 
only  begotten  Son  into  the  world,  that 
we  might  live  through  him. 

Herein  is  love,  not  that  we  loved  God, 
but  that  he  loved  us,  and  sent  his  Son  to 
be  the  propitiation  for  our  sins.

Who  hath  woe.''  who  hath  sorrow? 
who  hath  contentions? 

Who  hath  babbling?  who  hath  wounds 
without  cause? 

Who  hath  redness  of  eyes? 

They  that  tarry  long  at  the  wine;  they 
that  go  to  seek  mixed  wine. 

Look  not  thou  upon  the  wine  when 
it  is  red. 

When  it  giveth  his  color  in  the  cup, 
when  it  moveth  itself  aright.

Let  love  be  without  dissimulation. 
Abhor  that  which  is  evil;  cleave  to  that 
which  is  good. 

Be  kindly  affectioned  one  to  another  with 
brotherly  love;  in  honor  preferring  one 
another ; 

Not  slothful  in  business;  fervent  in 
spirit;  serving  the  Lord; 

Rejoicing  in  hope ;  patient  in  tribulation ; 
continuing  instant  in  prayer ; 

Distributing  to  the  necessity  of  saints; 
given  to  hospitality. 

Bless  them  which  persecute  you:  bless, 
and  curse  not.  Rejoice  with  them  that 
do  rejoice,  and  weep  with  them  that 
weep. 

Be  of  the  same  mind  one  toward  an- 
other. 

Mind  not  high  things,  but  condescend 
to  men  of  low  estate. 

Be  not  wise  in  your  own  conceits. 

.  .  .  Provide  things  honest  in  the  sight 
of  all  men. 

If  it  be  possible,  as  much  as  lieth  in 
you,  live  peaceably  with  all  men.

And  be  found  in  him,  not  having  mine 
own  righteousness,  which  is  of  the  law, 

But  that  which  is  through  the  faith  of 
Christ,  the  righteousness  which  is  of 
God  by  faith: 

That  I  may  know  him,  and  the  power  of 
his  resurrection. 

And  the  fellowship  of  his  sufferings, 
being  made  conformable  unto  his 
death. 

Philippians  4 

Finally,  brethren,  whatsoever  things  are 
true,  whatsoever  things  are  honest. 

Whatsoever  things  are  just,  whatso- 
ever things  are  pure, 

Whatsoever  things  are  lovely,  whatso- 
ever things  are  of  good  report ; 

If  there  be  any  virtue,  and  if  there  be 
any  praise,  think  on  these  things  .  .  .

Stand  therefore,  having  your  loins  girt 
about  with  truth, 

And  having  on  the  breastplate  of 
righteousness; 

And  your  feet  shod  with  the  prepara- 
tion of  the  gospel  of  peace; 

Above  all,  taking  the  shield  of  faith, 
wherewith  ye  shall  be  able  to  quench 
all  the  fiery  darts  of  the  wicked. 

And  take  the  helmet  of  salvation,  and 
the  sword  of  the  Spirit,  which  is  the 
word  of  God: 

Praying  always  with  all  prayer  and 
supplication  in  the  Spirit. 

/  Thessalonians 

But  let  us,  who  are  of  the  day,  be  sober, 
putting  on  the  breastplate  of  faith  and 
love; 


And  for  a  helmet,  the  hope  of  salva- 
tion. 

For  God  hath  not  appointed  us  to  wrath, 
but  to  obtain  salvation  by  our  Lord  Jesus 
Christ. 

Who  died  for  us,  that,  whether  we 
wake  or  sleep,  we  should  live  together 
with  him. 

H  Corinthians 

For  though  we  walk  in  the  flesh,  we  do 
not  war  after  the  flesh : 

For  the  weapons  of  our  warfare  are 
not  carnal,  but  mighty  through  God  to 
the  pulling  down  of  strongholds. 

Romans  13 

And  that,  knowing  the  time,  that  now  it 
is  high  time  to  awake  out  of  sleep : 

For  now  is  our  salvation  nearer  than 
when  we  believed. 

The  night  is  far  spent,  the  day  is  at 
hand: 

Let  us  therefore  cast  off  the  works  of 
darkness,  and  let  us  put  on  the  armor 
of  light. 

Let  us  walk  honestly,  as  in  the  day;  not 
in  rioting  and  drunkenness,  not  in 
chambering  and  wantonness,  not  in 
strife  and  envying: 

But  put  ye  on  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ, 
and  make  not  provision  for  the  flesh, 
to  fulfil  the  lusts  thereof.

John  14 

Let  not  your  heart  be  troubled:  ye  be- 
lieve in  God,  believe  also  in  me. 

In  my  Father's  house  are  many  man- 
sions: if  it  were  not  so,  I  would  have 
told  you.  I  go  to  prepare  a  place  for 
you. 

And  if  I  go  and  prepare  a  place  for  you, 
I  will  come  again,  and  receive  you  unto 
myself;  that  where  I  am,  there  ye  may 
be  also. 

And  whither  I  go  ye  know,  and  the 
way  ye  know. 

Thomas  saith  unto  him.  Lord,  we  know 
not  whither  thou  goest ;  and  how  can  we 
know  the  way? 

Jesus  saith  unto  him,  I  am  the  way, 
the  truth,  and  the  life:  no  man  cometh 
unto  the  Father,  but  by  me. 

If  ye  had  known  me,  ye  should  have 
known  my  Father  also:  and  from  hence- 
forth ye  know  him,  and  have  seen  him. 

Philip  saith  unto  him,  Lord,  show  us 
the  Father,  and  it  sufficeth  us. 

Jesus  saith  unto  him,  Have  I  been  so 
long  time  with  you,  and  yet  hast  thou 
not  known  me,  Philip.'* 

He  that  hath  seen  me  hath  seen  the 
Father;  and  how  sayest  thou  then. 
Show  us  the  Father.'' 

Believest  thou  not  that  I  am  in  the 
Father,  and  the  Father  in  me?  the  words 
that  I  speak  unto  you  I  speak  not  of  my- 


self: but  the  Father  that  dwelleth  in  me, 
he  doeth  the  works. 

Believe  me  that  I  am  in  the  Father, 
and  the  Father  in  me:  or  else  believe 
me  for  the  very  works'  sake. 

Verily,  verily,  I  say  unto  you,  He  that 
believeth  on  me,  the  works  that  I  do 
shall  he  do  also; 

And  greater  works  than  these  shall  he 
do;  because  I  go  unto  my  Father. 

And  whatsoever  ye  shall  ask  in  my  name, 
that  will  I  do,  that  the  Father  may  be 
glorified  in  the  Son. 

If  ye  shall  ask  any  thing  in  my  name, 
I  will  do  it. 

If  ye  love  me,  keep  my  commandments. 

And  I  will  pray  the  Father,  and  he 
shall  give  you  another  Comforter,  that 
he  may  abide  with  you  for  ever; 

Even  the  Spirit  of  truth;  whom  the 
world  cannot  receive, 

Because  it  seeth  him  not,  neither 
knoweth  him:  but  ye  know  him;  for  he 
dwelleth  with  you,  and  shall  be  in  you. 

I  will  not  leave  you  comfortless:  I  will 
come  to  you  .  .  . 

Peace  I  leave  with  you,  my  peace  I 
give  unto  you: 

Not  as  the  world  giveth,  give  I  unto  you. 

Let  not  your  heart  be  troubled,  neither 
let  it  be  afraid. 
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Psalm  37 

Fret  not  thyself  because  of  evildoers, 
neither  be  thou  envious  against  the 
workers  of  iniquity. 

For  they  shall  soon  be  cut  down  like 
the  grass,  and  wither  as  the  green 
herb. 

Trust  in  the  Lord,  and  do  good ;  so  shalt 
thou  dwell  in  the  land,  and  verily  thou 
shalt  be  fed. 

Delight  thyself  also  in  the  Lord;  and 
he  shall  give  thee  the  desires  of  thine 
heart. 

Commit  thy  way  unto  the  Lord;  trust 
also  in  him ;  and  he  shall  bring  it  to  pass. 

And  he  shall  bring  forth  thy  right- 
eousness as  the  light,  and  thy  judg- 
ment as  the  noonday. 

Rest  in  the  Lord,  and  wait  patiently 
for  him: 

Fret  not  thyself  because  of  him  who 
prospereth  in  his  way,  because  of  the 
man  who  bringeth  wicked  devices  to 
pass. 

Cease  from  anger,  and  forsake  wrath: 
fret  not  thyself  in  any  wise  to  do  evil. 

For  evildoers  shall  be  cut  off:  but  those 
that  wait  upon  the  Lord,  they  shall  in- 
herit the  earth. 

For  yet  a  little  while,  and  the  wicked 
shall  not  be:  yea,  thou  shalt  diligently 
consider  his  place,  and  it  shall  not  be. 

But  the  meek  shall  inherit  the  earth; 
and  shall  delight  themselves  in  the 
abundance  of  peace  .  .  . 


TRUST 
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The  steps  of  a  good  man  are  ordered 
by  the  Lord:  and  he  delighteth  in  his 

way. 

Though  he  fall,  he  shall  not  be  ut- 
terly cast  down:  for  the  Lord  up- 
holdeth  him  with  his  hand. 

I  have  been  young,  and  now  am  old; 
yet  have  I  not  seen  the  righteous  for- 
saken, nor  his  seed  begging  bread  .  .  . 

For  the  Lord  loveth  judgment,  and 
forsaketh  not  his  saints  .  .  . 

The  mouth  of  the  righteous  speaketh 
wisdom,  and  his  tongue  talketh  of 
judgment. 

The  law  of  his  God  is  in  his  heart; 
none  of  his  steps  shall  slide  .  .  . 

I  have  seen  the  wicked  in  great  power, 
and  spreading  himself  like  a  green  bay 
tree. 

Yet  he  passed  away,  and,  lo,  he  was 
not:  yea,  I  sought  him,  but  he  could 
not  be  found. 

Mark  the  perfect  man,  and  behold  the 
upright:  for  the  end  of  that  man  is 
peace. 

But  the  transgressors  shall  be  de- 
stroyed together:  the  end  of  the 
wicked  shall  be  cut  off. 

But  the  salvation  of  the  righteous  is  of 
the  Lord:  He  is  their  strength  in  the 
time  of  trouble. 

And  the  Lord  shall  help  them,  and  de- 
liver them:  he  shall  deliver  them  from 
the  wicked,  and  save  them,  because 
they  trust  in  him. 
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THE  LORDS  SUPPER

Follow  him  into  the  house  where  he 
entereth  in. 

And  ye  shall  say  unto  the  goodman  of 
the  house,  The  Master  saith  unto  thee, 

Where  is  the  guest  chamber,  where  I 
shall  eat  the  passover  with  my  dis- 
ciples ? 

And  he  shall  show  you  a  large  upper 
room  furnished:  there  make  ready. 

And  they  went,  and  found  as  he  had 
said  unto  them:  and  they  made  ready 
the  passover. 


And  when  the  hour  was  come,  he  sat 
down,  and  the  twelve  apostles  with  him. 

And  he  said  unto  them,  With  desire  I 
have  desired  to  eat  this  passover  with 
you  before  I  suffer: 

For  I  say  unto  you,  I  will  not  any  more 
eat  thereof,  until  it  be  fulfilled  in  the 
kingdom  of  God. 

And  he  took  the  cup,  and  gave  thanks, 
and  said,  Take  this,  and  divide  it 
among  yourselves: 

For  I  say  unto  you,  I  will  not  drink  of 
the  fruit  of  the  vine,  until  the  kingdom 
of  God  shall  come. 

And  he  took  bread,  and  gave  thanks, 
and  brake  it,  and  gave  unto  them  say- 
ings 

This  is  my  body  which  is  given  for  you : 
this  do  in  remembrance  of  me. 

Likewise  also  the  cup  after  supper, 
saying, 

This  cup  is  the  new  testament  in  my 
blood,  which  is  shed  for  you. 

/  Corinthians 

The  cup  of  blessing  which  we  bless, 
is  it  not  the  communion  of  the  blood 
of  Christ? 

The  bread  which  we  break,  is  it  not 
the  communion  of  the  body  of  Christ? 

For  we  being  many  are  one  bread, 
and  one  body:  for  we  are  all  partakers 
of  that  one  bread. 
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Isaiah  61 

The  Spirit  of  tiie  Lord  God  is  upon  me ; 
because  the  Lord  hath  anointed  me  to 
preach  good  tidings  unto  the  meek; 

He  hath  sent  me  to  bind  up  the 
broken-hearted,  to  proclaim  liberty  to 
the  captives,  and  the  opening  of  the 
prison  to  them  that  are  bound; 

To  proclaim  the  acceptable  year  of  the 
Lord,  and  the  day  of  vengeance  of  our 
God; 

To  comfort  all  that  mourn;  to  appoint 
unto  them  that  mourn  in  Zion, 

To  give  unto  them  beauty  for  ashes,  the 
oil  of  joy  for  mourning,  the  garment 
of  praise  for  the  spirit  of  heaviness ; 

That  they  might  be  called  Trees  of 
righteousness,  the  planting  of  the 
Lord,  that  he  might  be  glorified. 

And  they  shall  build  the  old  wastes,  they 
shall  raise  up  the  former  desolations. 

And  they  shall  repair  the  waste  cities, 
the  desolations  of  many  generations. 

And  strangers  shall  stand  and  feed  your 
flocks. 

And  the  sons  of  the  alien  shall  be  your 
plowmen  and  your  vinedressers. 

But  ye  shall  be  named  The  priests  of  the 
Lord:  men  shall  call  you  The  minis- 
ters of  our  God : 
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Ye  shall  eat  the  riches  of  the  Gentiles, 
and  in  their  glory  shall  ye  boast  your- 
selves. 

For  your  shame  ye  shall  have  double; 
and  for  confusion  they  shall  rejoice  in 
their  portion: 

Therefore  in  their  land  they  shall 
possess  the  double:  everlasting  joy 
shall  be  unto  them  .  .  . 

And  their  seed  shall  be  known  among 
the  Gentiles,  and  their  offspring  among 
the  people: 

All  that  see  them  shall  acknowledge 
them,  that  they  are  the  seed  which 
the  Lord  hath  blessed. 


Matthew  28 

And  Jesus  came  and  spake  unto  them, 
saying.  All  power  is  given  unto  me  in 
heaven  and  in  earth. 

Go  ye  therefore,  and  teach  all  nations, 
baptizing  them  in  the  name  of  the 
Father,  and  of  the  Son,  and  of  the 
Holy  Ghost: 

Teaching  them  to  observe  all  things 
whatsoever  I  have  commanded  you: 

And,  lo,  I  am  with  you  alway,  even 
unto  the  end  of  the  world. 
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Revelation  21 

And  I  saw  a  new  heaven  and  a  new 
earth : 

For  the  first  heaven  and  the  first  earth 
were  passed  away;  and  there  was  no 
more  sea. 

And  I  John  saw  the  holy  city,  new  Jeru- 
salem, coming  down  from  God  out  of 
heaven. 

Prepared  as  a  bride  adorned  for  her 
husband. 

And  I  heard  a  great  voice  out  of  heaven 
saying,  Behold,  the  tabernacle  of  God  is 
with  men,  and  he  will  dwell  with  them, 

And  they  shall  be  his  people,  and  God 
himself  shall  be  with  them,  and  be 
their  God. 

And  God  shall  wipe  away  all  tears  from 
their  eyes; 

And  there  shall  be  no  more  death, 
neither  sorrow,  nor  crying,  neither 
shall  there  be  any  more  pain:  for  the 
former  things  are  passed  away  .  .  . 

And  the  city  had  no  need  of  the  sun, 
neither  of  the  moon,  to  shine  in  it: 

For  the  glory  of  God  did  lighten  it, 
and  the  Lamb  is  the  light  thereof. 

And  the  nations  of  them  which  are  saved 
shall  walk  in  the  light  of  it ! 

And  the  kings  of  the  earth  do  bring 
their  glory  and  honor  into  it. 


Revelation  22 

And  he  showed  me  a  pure  river  of  water 
of  life,  clear  as  crystal, 

Proceeding  out  of  the  throne  of  God 
and  of  the  Lamb.  In  the  midst  of  the 
street  of  it, 

And  on  either  side  of  the  river,  was  there 
the  tree  of  life,  which  bare  twelve  man- 
ner of  fruits,  and  yielded  her  fruit  every 
month :

Arise,  shine;  for  thy  light  is  come,

For,  behold,  the  darkness  shall  cover  the 
earth,  and  gross  darkness  the  people: 

But  the  Lord  shall  arise  upon  thee,  and 
his  glory  shall  be  seen  upon  thee. 

And  the  Gentiles  shall  come  to  thy  light, 
and  kings  to  the  brightness  of  thy  rising. 

Lift  up  thine  eyes  round  about,  and 
see:  all  they  gather  themselves  to- 
gether, they  come  to  thee  .  .  . 

Therefore  thy  gates  shall  be  open  con- 
tinually; they  shall  not  be  shut  day  nor 
night ; 

That  men  may  bring  unto  thee  the 
forces  of  the  Gentiles,  and  that  their 
kings  may  be  brought. 

For  the  nation  and  kingdom  that  will 
not  serve  thee  shall  perish; 

Yea,  those  nations  shall  be  utterly 
wasted. 

The  glory  of  Lebanon  shall  come  unto 
thee,  the  fir  tree,  the  pine  tree,  and  the 
box  together. 

To  beautify  the  place  of  my  sanctuary; 
and  I  will  make  the  place  of  my  feet 
glorious. 

The  sons  also  of  them  that  afflicted  thee 
shall  come  bending  unto  thee; 


And  all  they  that  despised  thee  shall 
bow  themselves  down  at  the  soles  of 
thy  feet; 

And  they  shall  call  thee,  The  city  of  the 
Lord,  the  Zion  of  the  Holy  One  of 
Israel. 

Whereas  thou  hast  been  forsaken  and 
hated,  so  that  no  man  went  through 
thee, 

I  will  make  thee  an  eternal  excellenq^,  a 
joy  of  many  generations  .   .   . 

Violence  shall  no  more  be  heard  in  thy 
land,  wasting  nor  destruction  within 
thy  borders; 

But  thou  shalt  call  thy  walls  Salvation, 
and  thy  gates  Praise. 

The  sun  shall  be  no  more  thy  light 
by  day;  neither  for  brightness  shall 
the  moon  give  light  unto  thee: 

But  the  Lord  shall  be  unto  thee  an  ever- 
lasting light,  and  thy  God  thy  glory. 

Thy  sun  shall  no  more  go  down: 
neither  shall  thy  moon  withdraw  it- 
self: 

For  the  Lord  shall  be  thine  everlasting 
light,  and  the  days  of  thy  mourning  shall 
be  ended. 

Thy  people  also  shall  be  all  righteous: 
they  shall  inherit  the  land  for  ever, 

The  branch  of  my  planting,  the  work  of 
my  hands,  that  I  may  be  glorified. 

A  little  one  shall  become  a  thousand, 
and  a  small  one  a  strong  nation:  I  the 
Lord  will  hasten  it  in  his  time. 
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Psalm  147 

Praise  ye  the  Lord :  for  it  is  good  to  sing 
praises  unto  our  God; 

For  it  is  pleasant;  and  praise  is  comely. 

The  Lord  doth  build  up  Jerusalem:  he 
gathereth  together  the  outcasts  of  Israel. 

He  healeth  the  broken  in  heart,  and 
bindeth  up  their  wounds. 

He  telleth  the  number  of  the  stars;  he 
calleth  them  all  by  their  names. 

Great  is  our  Lord,  and  of  great  power: 
his  understanding  is  infinite. 

The  Lord  lif teth  up  the  meek :  he  casteth 
the  wicked  down  to  the  ground. 

Sing  unto  the  Lord  with  thanksgiv- 
ing; sing  praise  upon  the  harp  unto 
our  God: 

Who  covereth  the  heaven  with  clouds, 

Who  prepareth  rain  for  the  earth,  who 
maketh  grass  to  grow  upon  the  moun- 
tains. 

He  giveth  to  the  beast  his  food,  and  to 
the  young  ravens  which  cry  .  .  . 

He  maketh  peace  in  thy  borders, 

And  filleth  thee  with  the  finest  of  the 
wheat. 


He  sendeth  forth  his  commandment 
upon  earth:  his  word  runneth  very 
swiftly. 

He  giveth  snow  like  wool:  he  scattereth 
the  hoar  frost  like  ashes. 

He  casteth  forth  his  ice  like  morsels: 
who  can  stand  before  his  cold.' 

He  sendeth  out  his  word,  and  melteth 
them: 

He  causeth  his  wind  to  blow,  and  the 
waters  flow. 

He  showeth  his  word  unto  Jacob,  his 
statutes  and  his  judgments  unto  Israel. 

He  hath  not  dealt  so  with  any  nation: 
and  as  for  his  judgments,  they  have 
not  known  them.    Praise  ye  the  Lord. 

7  Chronicles 

Blessed  be  thou,  Lord  God  of  Israel  our 
father,  for  ever  and  ever. 

Thine,  O  Lord,  is  the  greatness,  and 
the  power,  and  the  glory,  and  the  vic- 
tory, and  the  majesty  .  .  .

The  Lord  shall  establish  thee  a  holy  peo- 
ple unto  himself,  as  he  hath  sworn  unto

If  thou  shalt  keep  the  commandments 
of  the  Lord  thy  God,  and  walk  in  his 
ways. 

And  all  people  of  the  earth  shall  see 
that  thou  are  called  by  the  name  of  the 
Lord ;  and  they  shall  be  afraid  of  thee. 

And  the  Lord  shall  make  thee  plente- 
ous in  goods,  in  the  fruit  of  thy  body, 
and  in  the  fruit  of  thy  cattle,  and  in 
the  fruit  of  thy  ground, 

In  the  land  which  the  Lord  sware  unto 
thy  fathers  to  give  thee. 

The  Lord  shall  open  unto  thee  his 
good  treasure,  the  heaven  to  give  the 
rain  unto  thy  land  in  his  season,  and 
to  bless  all  the  work  of  thine  hand. 

Deuteronomy  8 

For  the  Lord  thy  God  bringeth  thee  into 
a  good  land,  a  land  of  brooks  of  water, 
of  fountains  and  depths  that  spring  out 
of  valleys  and  hills; 

A  land  of  wheat,  and  barley,  and  vines, 
and  fig  trees,  and  pomegranates; 

A  land  of  oil  olives,  and  honey;  a  land 
wherein  thou  shalt  eat  bread  without 
scarceness,  thou  shalt  not  lack  any  thing 

in  it; 

A  land  whose  stones  are  iron,  and  out 
of  whose  hills  thou  mayest  dig  brass. 

When  thou  hast  eaten  and  art  full,  then 
thou  shalt  bless  the  Lord  thy  God  for 
the  good  land  which  he  hath  given  thee. 
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Blessed  is  every  one  that  feareth  the 
Lord;  that  walketh  in  his  ways. 

For  thou  shalt  eat  the  labor  of  thine 
hands: 

Happy  shalt  thou  be,  and  it  shall  be 
well  with  thee. 

Thy  wife  shall  be  as  a  fruitful  vine  by 
the  sides  of  thine  house: 

Thy  children  like  olive  plants  round 
about  thy  table. 

Behold,  that  thus  shall  the  man  be 
blessed  that  feareth  the  Lord. 

The  Lord  shall  bless  thee  out  of  Zion: 
and  thou  shalt  see  the  good  of  Jerusalem 
all  the  days  of  thy  life. 

Yea,  thou  shalt  see  thy  children's  chil- 
dren, and  peace  upon  Israel. 

Deuteronomy  6 

Now  these  are  the  commandments,  the 
statutes,  and  the  judgments,  which  the 
Lord  your  God  commanded  to  teach  you, 

That  ye  might  do  them  in  the  land 
whither  ye  go  to  possess  it: 

That  thou  mightest  fear  the  Lord  thy 
God,  to  keep  all  his  statutes  and  his 
commandments, 

Which  I  command  thee,  thou,  and  thy 
son,  and  thy  son's  son,  all  the  days  of 
thy  life;  and  that  thy  days  may  be 
prolonged. 
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Hear  therefore,  O  Israel,  and  observe 
to  do  it;  that  it  may  be  well  with  thee, 
and  that  ye  may  increase  mightily, 

As  the  Lord  God  of  thy  fathers  hath 
promised  thee,  in  the  land  that  floweth 
with  milk  and  honey. 

Hear,  O  Israel:  The  Lord  our  God  is 
one  Lord:  and  thou  shalt  love  the  Lord 
thy  God  with  all  thine  heart, 

And  with  all  thy  soul,  and  with  all  thy 
might. 

And  these  words,  which  I  command  thee 
this  day,  shall  be  in  thine  heart: 

And  thou  shalt  teach  them  diligently 
unto  thy  children,  and  shalt  talk  of 
them  when  thou  sittest  in  thine  house. 

And  when  thou  walkest  by  the  way,  and 
when  thou  liest  down,  and  when  thou 
risest  up. 

And  thou  shalt  bind  them  for  a  sign 
upon  thine  hand. 

And  they  shall  be  as  frontlets  between 
thine  eyes. 

And  thou  shalt  write  them  upon  the 
posts  of  thy  house,  and  on  thy  gates. 

Proverbs  6 

My  son,  keep  thy  father's  command- 
ment, and  forsake  not  the  law  of  thy 
mother: 

Bind  them  continually  upon  thine 
heart,  and  tie  them  about  thy  neck. 
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Matthew  18 

At  the  same  time  came  the  disciples  unto 
Jesus,  saying,  Who  is  the  greatest  in  the 
kingdom  of  heaven? 

And  Jesus  called  a  little  child  unto 
him,  and  set  him  in  the  midst  of  them, 
and  said, 

Verily  I  say  unto  you,  Except  ye  be  con- 
verted, and  become  as  little  children, 

Ye  shall  not  enter  into  the  kingdom  of 
heaven. 

Whosoever  therefore  shall  humble  him- 
self as  this  little  child. 

The  same  is  greatest  in  the  kingdom 
of  heaven  .  .  . 

Take  heed  that  ye  despise  not  one  of 
these  little  ones ; 

For  I  say  unto  you,  That  in  heaven 
their  angels  do  always  behold  the  face 
of  my  Father  which  is  in  heaven. 

Matthew  19 

Then  were  there  brought  unto  him  little 
children,  that  he  should  put  his  hands  on 
them,  and  pray:  and  the  disciples  re- 
buked them. 

But  Jesus  said,  Suffer  little  children, 
and  forbid  them  not,  to  come  unto  me; 
for  of  such  is  the  kingdom  of  heaven. 

And  he  laid  his  hands  on  them,  and  de- 
parted thence. 

Ecclesiastes  12 

Remember  now  thy  Creator  in  the 
days  of  thy  youth. 

While  the  evil  days  come  not,  nor  the 
years  draw  nigh,  when  thou  shalt  say,  I 
have  no  pleasure  in  them; 


Ecclesiastes  11 

Rejoice,  O  young  man,  in  thy  youth; 
and  let  thy  heart  cheer  thee  in  the 
days  of  thy  youth. 

And  walk  in  the  ways  of  thine  heart,  and 

in  the  sight  of  thine  eyes : 

But  know  thou,  that  for  all  these 
things  God  will  bring  thee  into  judg- 
ment. 

Proverbs  1 

My  son,  hear  the  instruction  of  thy 
father,  and  forsake  not  the  law  of  thy 
mother: 

For  they  shall  be  an  ornament  of 
grace  unto  thy  head,  and  chains  about 
thy  neck. 

My  son,  if  sinners  entice  thee,  consent 
thou  not. 

Proverbs  4 
Enter  not  into  the  path  of  the  wicked,

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Psalm  102 

My  days  are  like  a  shadow  that  declineth ;
